As To the soundness of the present business situ- 
ation and the nature of the business outlook, the pub- 
lic pulse has just been ‘felt in rather a

tution recently sent to something like 
30,000 correspondents throughout the United States. 
requesting their answers to several important quer- 
ies, including the general question, “Is the business 
situation sound and the outlook’ assuring?” The an- 
swers were summarized in a report issued by the 
bank August 20th, and the general reply was over- 
whelmingly in the affirmative. Every word of the 
report is interesting and enlightening at the present 
time and it cannot be too widely circulated. It says: 

“The overwhelming preponderance of evidence is 
that the business situation is sound and satisfactory. 
Not one of the thousands of replies negatives this 
conclusion in definite terms. That there has been a 
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marked easing down from the tension of the spring 
and winter months of the year is generally admitted, 
but it is admitted without a trace of regret or mis- 
giving. 

“The country has been rushing ahead at a whirl- 
wind pace until the tax on credit and capital accumu- 
lations compelled a respite. The demand for goods 
to meet instant needs, or to replace other goods de- 
stroyed by wars and calamities, or to provide for the 
certain needs of the future, has been unprecedented. 
To meet this it has been necessary for the manufac- 
turers and distributive agencies of the entire world 
to employ almost every available unit of money and 
to put into action every potentiality of credit. The 
strain on the money centers of the world has been 
great. 

“The bankers of the country, with few exceptions 
in the far west, report an extraordinary demand for 
funds in all lines of business activity. Interest rates 
are firm everywhere and in the central reserve and 
larger reserve cities the inquiry for funds so much 
exceeds the supply that taoney is described as ‘tight.’ 
The range of our investigation justifies the conclu- 
sion that bank deposits show a straight average in- 
crease of 14.2 per cent against a similar average in- 
crease of 10.8 per cent in the loans. The averages 
weighed according to the relative magnitudes of the 
totals would probably show a closer correspondence 
between the growth of deposits and of loans. 

“The consensus of opinion is that the demands of 
legitimate business will continue to absorb all avail- 
able funds for some time to come and there is nothing 
in our review to suggest any recession in rates, at 
least not before the year-end liquidation. 

“Our reports are unanimous in saying that the 
prosperity, in every line of business during the last

accustomed to see. 

“Business is generally reported to be good in vol- 
ume, making an exception for the great hesitancy in 
the metal markets, especially in copper and the alloy 
metals. Voluntary.concessions in the prices of these 
materials have made buyers wary and they are gener- 
ally waiting in the hope of further declines. 

“The iron and steel industry is going ahead under 
the pressure of orders previously booked for fall de- 
livery, but it is conceded that the current inquiry is 
lighter, leading to shading of prices in pig and billets 
—the basic articles of the industry. The demand for 
consumption has been steadily in advance of produc- 
tion for many monthis, hence a slight relaxation in 
the demand is regarded with favor. Some fear is 
expressed lest the prevalent scarcity of money and 
the high returns demanded by capital restrict new 
ventures which otherwise would require a large ton- 
nage of steel. Already it is noted that the specifica- 
tions of structural materials are falling off and the 





































































railways are buying guardedly because of the diffi- 
culties in the way.of floating new capital issues. 

“The feeling prevails, however, that with a con- 
tinuance of activity, even on a somewhat lower scale, 
the railways will be compelled to buy steadily. In 
fact, the strength of the market for plates indicates 
confidence in the traffic situation and a steady increase 
in freight equipment. 

“The unmistakable conclusion to be gathered from 
our replies on schedules touching the crop financing 
operations of the banks is that though yields may be 
deficient in quantity and quality these defects, in con- 
junction with an unabating consumption, will require 
practically as large a volume of funds as last yéar. 

“It is within the purview of this summary to re- 
mark that the bankers of the country have been mak- 
ing fruitful use of the opportunity to instruct their 
customers in the proper employment of credit. Our 
correspondence clearly indicates that the temptation 
to trespass beyond the safe limits of trading hazards 
has been well nigh irresistible. Land, commodities, 
and all lines of industrial enterprise have held out 
alluring promise of large speculative gains. The 
banks have been appealed to for aid in these ventures ; 
and it has been the duty of the banker to admonish 
his customers to audit their ventures, and to restrict 
their credits whenever impartial judgment has re- 
quired it.” 

This report of the Commercial National Bank, 
based on the thousands of replies it has received from 
business men in all parts of the country in answer to 
its definite inquiries, is about the best assurance that 
we could possibly have that the business situation is 
sound at the core and that the future may be regarded 
with confidence.

Violet. peaceful boycott,” brought that gentle- 
man once more into the limelight in 
which he delights to shine. No one would dream of 
calling the St. Louis stove man a “shrinking violet.” 
On the contrary he manages to secure about as much 
free advertising and general publicity as would satisfy 
a dozen modest men. . 

By means of his official position as president of the 
National Association of Manufacturers, Mr. Van 
Cleave is able to keep himself in the public eye, and 
he has become an accomplished poser. His sensational 
suit—brought in the name of his stove company and 
hence accompanied by much free advertising—has so 
far had the effect of confirming the labor union officials 
in their determination to continue the “peaceful boy- 
cott,” described by the Chicago Tribune as the might- 
iest weapon in the hands of organized labor. It has 
also resulted in the wide publication in the daily press 
of the American Federation’s list of “unfair firms,” in- 
cluding of course the St. Louis stove concern of which 
Mr. Van Cleave is the self-advertising head. By such 
publication in the dailies many thousands of people, 
who otherwise would never have seen the so-called 
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“unfair list,” have been informed that these concerns 
are under the official ban of organized labor. 

The trouble between Mr. Van Cleave and the labor 
unions is peculiar to himself, if not of his own seek- 
ing. The stove manufacturing industry as a whole 
has been and is remarkably free from labor troubles. 
Pacific and satisfactory agreements between employ- 
ers and employed Have been made from time to time 
and honorably kept and Mr. Van Cleave, whose ac- 
tions now indicate that he is seeking the sympathy of 
the public, must have gone out of his way to look for 
trouble when he aroused the decided enmity of the 
labor organizations. 








Ir 1s always pleasant to record business acts that 
reflect honor upon those who perform them and such 
an act has lately come to notice in the 


saan return by Butler Brothers to the Public 
erent’ Affairs Committee of the Minneapolis 
Corporation. 


Commercial Club of the sum of $40,- 
622.50, which was subscribed by the business men of 
Minneapolis when negotiations were under foot for 
the location of Butler Brothers’ big house in that city. 


When the negotiations ‘began the committee were 
anxious to secure the big establishment for Minneap- 
olis. They took up the matter with the business men 
of the city without Butler Brothers’ knowledge. The 
policy of Butler Brothers in locating their various 
jobbing and distributing houses having been not to 
ask or accept anything that could possibly be con- 
strued as a bonus, they decided when they learned 
the facts to return to the Commercial Club the amount 
named, though this had not been paid to them in cash, 
but had been used through Mr. T. B. Walker of Min- 
neapolis, who erected their building, to secure for 
them a lower rental basis. 

In arranging for the return of the money Butler 
Brothers stipulated that it was to be returned to the 
individual citizens or firms that had subscribed it. 
This, of course, is to be done. 

In commenting on the incident The Daily News of 
Minneapolis expressed the universal sentiment of the 
people of Minneapolis and the northwest when, 
under the heading, “Butler Brothers’ Gift,” it said:

Mr. Sebastian’s father, it is said, was killed in New 
York City three years ago and the family then re- 
moved to Paterson and opened a hardware store. The 
reports have it that. Mr. Sebastian was never seen on 
the street, nor in any public gathering, and that in fact 
he lived a life of constant dread. 

Several weeks ago he received a letter demanding 
the sum of $5,000 and setting a time in which it was 
to be paid. This communication bore the familiar 
signs of the dreaded blackmailing society and was 
evidently taken in deep earnest by Mr. Sebastian, for 
he told a friendly neighbor that he would be obliged 
to leave Paterson or lose his life—and then departed. 

Such a condition of affairs in the United States is 
simply damnable. There is no use mincing words 
about it. It is a condition not merely to be condemned 
and regarded with abhorrence, but one to which every 
effort of the national and state governments should be 
bent with the resolve to end it. There should be no 
let-up,in the efforts of the police powers and the fed- 
eral secret service until the blackmailing, murderous 
organization has been pulled up and destroyed root 
and branch. 

The soil of the United States has been too long pol- 
luted by the existence of the Hunchakist and similar 
societies. Instead of affording them nourishment and 
sustenance, our soil should be made unhealthy for 
them. They should be given a short shrift and no 
mercy. They belong in the class of the blackmailer, 
the kidnaper, the thug and the assassin, and if fool 
juries fail to convict individuals of this character upon 
their apprehension and indictment, we can only trust 
that some strong soul may arise with courage to mete 
out summary justice to them.

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TAKING A PERSONAL INVENTORY, 





Do you ever stop to take stock of yourself? You 
know how important it is to take stock of what you 
possess in the way of goods in the store.

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Heating and Ventilating 
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INSTALLATION OF WARM AIR FURNACES. 





BY R. S. THOMPSON, SPRINGFIELD, OHIO, AND JAS. H. BROWN, 
ROCHESTER, N. Y. 

Select a furnace of ample size for the required work. 
Some contracts may be lost by doing so, but there is no surer 
way of establishing a good reputation than by using furnaces 
of large size. 

The furnace should have one square inch of grate surface 
to two and two-tenths of “equivalent glass surface.” 

Locate the furnece as near as possible to the center of the 
area to be heated. This will usually result in the pipes radiat- 
ing more uniformly in all directions from the furnace and 
secure better results than if the greater number are taken from 
one side. If found necessary to vary this on account of chim- 
ney or other obstruction place it to the side of the center 
toward the prevailing winds. 

Try the foundation with a spirit level before placing the 
furnace. A cement cellar bottom will usually need leveling 
up. If a dirt bottom, build a foundation of brick or stone, 
laid in cement.” It should extend beyond the periphery of the 
furnace base sufficiently to insure stability. A pit foundation 
is preferable if it can be kept free of water. 

In deciding which way to face the furnace, be governed 
more by the fresh air inlet connection and the smoke pipe than 
by the coal bin. 

Partly fill the cup joints with cement and finish with fine, 
dry sand or kaolim 

If the furnace casing is made with a truncated-cone hood, 
there should be an inverted cone of tin inside the top, to 
divide the current of hot air and assist in distributing it to all 
the pipes. 

If a flat top casing is tised, group the pipes as near the 
center as possible, where they will get the hottest air. 

An inner lining of tin riveted to the casing will lessen the 
loss of heat in the cellar. But by all means suspend a black 
sheet lining about an inch from the inside of casing. This 
will act as a powerful supplementary radiator. The relative 
radiating power of tin is given as 27 while that of black sheet 
iron is 345. As air is heated only by contact with a hot sur- 
face it will be seen that these black sheets very materially in- 
crease the heating capacity of the furnace. 

The use of asbestos lining is open to objection and it is a 


question if it serves any good purpose. 
PROPER SIZES OF PIPES. 


The capacity of each hot air pipe should be proportionate 
to the size of-the room to be warmed, allowance being made 
for exposure and glass surface. If more than one register is 
used on a pipe, the size should be increased proportionately. 
Tables are published giving definite information on this point. 
A good general rule is to allow one square inch of cross sec- 
tional area of hot air pipe to two and one-tenth square feet 
of “equivalent glass surface.” Very good results are obtained 
by the use of deflecting registers where from two to four reg- 
isters are served by one pipe. 

Cellar pipes should in all cases be run straight where con- 
ditions permit. Use elbows made with as large a sweep as 
possible. It is stated that a 12-inch elbow with a 6-inch throat 
has a resistance equal to 121 feet of straight pipe; while an 
elbow of the same size, with a 60-inch radius has a resistance 
equal to 8 feet of straight pipe. 

The fresh air duct should have a capacity of at least two- 
thirds the aggregate area of all the hot air pipes. It is good 
practice to supplement this by the use of a cold air exhaust 
pipe from the hall on first floor. If this is done, the com- 
bined area of the two should be equal to the combined area 
of all the hot air pipes. The inlet should be on that side of 
the house which will result in the air traveling with the pre- 
vailing winds not against them. 

A damper or slide should be provided, but it should not 
be made so that the passage of air can be entirely shut off. 

If the duct is run over head, care should be taken that 
the vertical shaft does not drop too near the furnace. There 
is danger that the air may become rarified by heat radiated 
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from the furnace and cause a back draft or out flow instead 
of an inflow. 

The draft of the furnace should be controlled by a lift 
check damper connected with the smoke pipe. An excellent 
method of attaching it is to extend the smoke tee down ver- 
tically for about two feet below the smoke collar and attach 
a 90 degree elbow on the lower end. In this elbow place a 
lift check damper. In this arrangement there is no danger of 
escaping gas. The check damper and the direct draft in the 
ash pit door should be connected by chains with a plate on 
the first floor, from which point they may be operated 

Mark each hot air pipe near the furnace, designating the 
room which it serves, so that the dampers may be operated in 
the cellar without confusion. ; 

Stipulate in the contract that the owner is to furnish a 
chimney of good and sufficient draft. 

SOME RULES FOR CALCULATION. 

To ascertain the wall surface in a house wholly exposed, 
with no re-entering angles, add extreme length to extreme 
breadth, multiply by combined height of ceilings and multiply 
product by 2. 

To ascertain the number of cubic feet of air per minute at 
a temperature of 140° required to maintain a temperature 
of 70° with the outside temperature at zero; divide the number 
of square feet exposed wall surface by 2. If air at 210° is to 
be used divide by 4. 

To ascertain in square feet the area of air supply divide 
the exposed wall surface by 600. 

To ascertain the grate surface required where all outside 
air is used divide the exposed wall surface by 900. When 
all inside air is used divide by 1,500. The product is square 
feet of grate surface. 

To ascertain area of leader pipe for a first floor room 
where pipe is not over 15 feet long and has no bad bends 
divide exposed wall surface of such room (in square feet) 
by 3. The product gives area in square inches. If pipe is 
over 15 feet long add 20%. 

To ascertain the area in square inches of the leader pipe 
for a second floor room, divide the number of square feet 
exposed wall surface of such room by 6, if pipe has no bad 
bends and is not over 15 feet long. If over 15 feet long add 
25%. If over 25 feet long add 50%. 

The area of a perpendicular stack should be two-thirds 
that of the leader pipe feeding it. 

A 45° horizontal bend in a leader pipe should be com- 
pensated for by an increase of 20% in area. A go° bend 
should be compensated for by an increase of 30 to 40% in 
area. 

One cubic foot of air at 210° will supply as much heat 
as two cubic feet of air at 140°. 

It requires one-third more heat to heat two cubic feet of 
air from zero to 140° than is required to heat one cubic foot 
from zero to 210°, consequently in using outside air there is 
fuel economy in using the higher temperature, an economy 
which is partly offset by the fact that an increase in tem- 
perature of air means an increase in temperature of waste to 
chimney. 

In using all inside air there is no economy in the higher 
temperature and better results are obtained in distribution of 


heat by using air at a low temperature with large volume 
and high velocity.

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THE TIN PLATE RESOLUTIONS. 














One of the most important steps taken by the dele- 
gates at the recent annual convention of the. National 
Association of Master Sheet Metal Workers was the 
adoption of certain resolutions offered by Mr. E. W. 
Richards of Philadelphia, one of the trustees of the 


association, and intended to aid the organized move- © 


ment to restore tin plate to its proper leading place 
among roofing materials. 

The resolutions adopted by the convention, were as 
follows : 


Wuereas, one of the main causes of working injury to 
the tin roofing business of the country has been the practice 
of catering to unscrupulous jobbers, builders and roofers in 
the sale and use. of plates stamped to suit the convenience of 
same; and 

Wuereas, much deception has been practised in second 
and third hands by the misrepresentation of Waster plates ai 
prime plates and of light coated sheets as heavily coated: We, 
the Delegates in Convention assembled in Cleveland, believe 
that all efforts on the part of manufacturers to eliminate such 
malpractice and to lift. the industry to a higher plane, should 
have the stamp of approval of all roofers of the country. 


Tuergrors, Be It Resopvep, that we, the National Asso- 
ciation of Master Sheet Metal Workers in conyention as- 
sembled, appreciate and commend. the action of The American 
Sheet & Tin Plate Compaiiy, in stamping their Tenne plates 
with the amount of coating carried thereon, and in the stamp- 
ing of all Waster plates made by them with the word 
“Waster.” We respectfully suggest, however, that in our 
opinion it would be better for roofing purposes if this were 
stamped in the center of the sheet. Further, we believe and 
urge that if all manufacturers of Terne plates would follow 
this practice, many causes of complaint would be removed, 
with the final result that roofing tin would be restored to a 
position of confidence and supremacy to the exclusion of other 
forms of cheap rooting. 


Few will be found to grudge the American Sheet 
& Tin Plate Company the meed of praise accorded 
its action by these resolutions. Every honest effort to 
lift the tin-roofing industry out of the slough of 
despond into which it had fallen, deserves credit and 
the support of all sheet metal workers. 

The unscrupulous sale and use of tin plates 
stamped in any old way to suit any buyer was prob- 
ably truly described in the resolutions as one of the 
many causes that have worked injury to the tin-roofing 
business of the country. 

The deception that has been practised by the mis- 
representation of waster plates as good tin plates, re- 
ferred to in the preamble of the resolutions, was also 
strongly to be condemned as a detriment to the indus- 
try and the respectful suggestions to the American 
Sheet & Tin Plate Company as to the improvement 
of its waster stamp, and to all manufacturers of terne 
plates to follow the same practice. should carrv much 
weight. 

Reforms in the method of marketing tin plate, such 
as those suggested by the Master Sheet Metal Work- 
ers, may not immediately place tin where it properly 
belongs as a roofing material, but would undoubtedly 
help: to. secure that desirable end.

PAINTING TIN ROOFS. 








BY GEO. W. BATTLEY, OF NORFOLK, VA. 


It is obvious from the standpoint of durability that it is 
best for the tinner and not the painter to paint the tin roof 
upon completion, und as soon as completed, not waiting until 
the tin is rusty, using the best mixture of linseed oil and met- 
allic brown iron paint that can be obtained, applying thor- 
oughly, 

The roof painting is not considered seriously by the aver- 
age painter who has a contract for painting the new house, 
and when he is ready to paint the roof, which is usually after 
the tin has gathered a good coat of rust, in order to make 
his paint stick better he takes the skins of all kinds left from 
the house job, adds enough brown to give it color, and he is 
veady to paint the roof. I know instances of paint of that 
character being blown off of the roof by a strong wind and 
strongly suspect the use of kerosene oil in place of linseed. 

For this reason and the farther reason that it is profit- 
able, the tinner should reach out for the business of roof 
painting. We should include the item of roof painting, top 
and bottom, in our estimates, and after a lapse of six months 
should follow up the matter with a letter patterned after the 
following: 

“Dear Sir or Madam: Some time ago I put 2 new tin 
roof on house No. —— ———— street, and at the same time 
one coat of paint was applied. I don’t know whether or not 
you have had the roof painted since that time. If you have 
not had it painted, allow me to suggest that it should be done. 
Paint is the life of tin, and a tin roof that is kept properly 
covered with a good roof paint will last for years, while one 
that is forgotten and neglected will soon wear out, however 
good the quality of the tin. The roof, being out of sight, is 
forgotten, and allowed to suffer for the want of paint, and 
the result is a leaky roof, which is often beyond repair, requir- 
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ing removal altogether im order to stop the leaks. In this 


connection, I desire to call your attention to a superior quality 
of paint which I am using, and, if you think that the roof 
mentioned requires painting, I will be glad to examine it for 
you and submit an estimate. No charge will be made for this 
service unless it is necessary to use ladders to. get on the roof, 
in. which case a charge is made for drayage only.”

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

A quiet tone continues to prevail in the hardware 
trade, but business is of seasonable volume and indi- 
cations are not lacking of an early return of activity. 
Manufacturers have had an opportunity to catch up on 
orders, but are busily engaged in nearly all lines and 
prices are firmly held. Jobbers are said to be holding 
off to some extent, with the idea that present prices 
ace high and may be lowered in the near future. An 
optimistic view regarding the fall business is prevalent 
everywhere and the outlook is extremely promising. 

The scarcity of steel is again beconiing a factor in 
the wire and nail situation. While deliveries are better, 
there is still some room for improvement, but mills 
have a large tonnage of unfilled business on their 


books, and have been forced to make heavy purchases 


of raw material. In cut nails, there is still some little 
trouble with deliveries from mills, with jobbing busi- 
ness of about normal proportions for this season of 
the year.. Business in wire is confined principally tu 
withdrawals on outstanding contracts, with new busi- 
ness light.” 

Chicago quotations on wire nails are as follows: 
$2.18 in car lots to jobbers and $2.23 in car lots to 
retailers, with an advance of 5 cents for less than car 
lots from mills. 

In cut nails jobbers who bought their stock before 
the recent advance are able to sell at less than regular 
quotations, but the advance is being generally main- 
tained by the mills. The demand for both barb an: 
smooth fence wire is very strong and mills are taxed 
to their fullest capacity. 

The price of sheet zinc has again been reduced and 
the base is now $7.75. 

Manufacturers of bolts, nuts, etc., held their monthl; 
conference in New York this week, and it is under- 
stood that present prices have been confirmed. 





TIN PLATE. 


New business in tin plate is of normal proportions 
for this season of the year. The decline in the price 
of pig tin has had no effect on the market, owing to 
the fact that the percentage of the metal used in the 
making of the plate is so small that the present decline 
has not been sufficient to warrant a revision of prices. 
Present quotations are firmly held at $4.09 for 100-Ib. 
coke plates f. o. b, New. York and $3.90 f. o. b. Pitts- 
burgh. Price f. o. b. Swansea for tin plates is

Rogers, Brown: & Go., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: 

“The week has seen quite a fair line of orders and in 
some grades these: have been of good size. Malleable and 
special irons tnquestionably have the call and a good tonnage 
has been.closed. Spot iron in the foundry grades is moving 
slowly and there is little, if any, increase in interest for the 
fourth quarter of this year, with business quiet and no in- 
quiry for 1908. 

“Locally, cach inquiry is being considered and treated 
strictly by itself and quotations are governed by the particular 
condition of furnace order books. Makers are not forcing 
their product in any way. 

“The ups and downs of the stock market and financial 
affairs generally during the past week or ten days have been 
followed very closely by those interested in the iron trade, 
but as these conditions in Wall Street do not in any way re- 
flect the character and conditions of the iron industry, they 
do not carry the weight with the pig iron maker and buyer 
that they otherwise might. 

“It is confidently believed that with the slight tonnage 
unsold and available for shipment during 1907 it would take 
very small activity on the part of buyers to cast a decided 
change over the character of the market, particularly for this 
year. 


Matthew Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: 

“A review of the pig iron market during the week just 
ended is most easily expressed in the time-honored “quiet, but 
firm.” Inquiry is very light, but there is little, if any, change 
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in prices. A general state of apathy exists, and the producer 
doés not seem any more anxious to sell than the consumer to 
buy. It is again the old waiting game, and until one or the 
other finds it necessary to come down off the fence and show 
some interest things will probzbly continue to remain in the 
present state. Melters are only buying what iron they actually 
need, and furnacemen generally qglaim to be independent with 
order books in good shape—and so it goes. On either side of 
the fence, however, the utmost activity prevails. On one 
hand, furnaces—handicapped by labor shortage—are striving 
to bring production up to capacity, and although agents are 
scouring the country for laborers they are not meeting with 
any signal success. New mines are being opened up when- 
ever it is possible, and nothing that would help increase the 
output is being left undone when labor can be obtained. On 
the other hand are the mills and foundries. Everywhere they 
are busy, many of them are behindhand on orders, and all of 
them are urging deliveries of pig iron on their contracts 

“Some little speculative iron and resale lots have been 
offered at prices somewhat under the ruling quotations, but it 
is not thought that there is enough of this to be of any serious 
consequence. The thing seems to have resolved itself into 
the question of who will weaken first, but with manufacturers 
as busy as they are, with orders behind and production sold 
ahead, we cannot see how it is possible for there to be any 
serious weakening in the market. 

“The labor shortage has played havoc with the produc- 
tion of coke, especially in the West Virginia fields where the 
amount being turned out is startlingly small. 

“Coke prices remain unchanged.”

TIN MINING IN CORNWALL.” 





Consul Joseph G. Stephens, of Plymouth, writes as 
follows on renewed mining activity in that part of 
England: 

“Cornish tin mining points to a revival. As long 
as the Americans delay developing the rich deposits in 
South Dakota and in the Southern states so long will 
the Cornish- mines profit through the lack of rivalry. 
There is no doubt that an enormous quantity of tin 
still remains to be extracted from the Cornish hills. 
Many old mines, which ceased working when the 
bad times came some thirty years ago, were closed 
not because they had not an abundant deposit of tin 
ore but because the market was flooded with foreign 
tin, which was then being produced at a price with 
which the deep and costly Cornish workings could not 
compete. This foreign supply has now greatly dimin- 
ished, and the world again turns for its supply to 
Cornwall. Old mines are being reopened and new 
claims started. It is firmly believed by reliable judges 
that Cornish mining has a great future before it, and 
that the district is entering upon an era of profit- 
able enterprise.”
